| Interesting Ceremonies at its Dedi-| 


cation Yesterday. 


Large and a Successful Opening 
Speeches by Gov. Perkins, Gov. Mans- 
fold and Gen. Stoneman. 


Assembly Hall of the Normal Schoo 
building was filled yesterday afternoon 
with an audience .of ladies, gentlemen 
and pupils to witness the ceremonies aud 
exercises pertaining to the dedication. 

Among those who occupied the plat- 
form were: -Governor Perkins, Lieut, 
Governor Munsfield, Hon. F. M. Camp- 
bell, Hon. R. F. Del Valle, Prof. C. H. 
Allen, Prof. C. J. Flatt, Hon. Y. Sepul- 
veda, Hon. V. E. Howard, Dr. J. P. 
Widney, Hon. G. W. Wells, Rev. J. W. 
Ellis, Rev. A. W. Edelman, J. R. Brier- 
ly, and others. 

General John Mansfield, Lievtenant- 
Governor of California, called the as- 
sembly to order, and delivered the fol- 
lowing brief address : 

GEN. MANSFIELD’S ADDRESS. 

Only «few months since I had the 
honor to assist at the laying. of the cor- 
ner-stone of this building. To-day we 

et to dedicate this imposing temple 
to the purposes of a higher education; 
the outgrowth of our public schoul sys- 
tem, which I regard as- one of the 
grandest features of our fundamental 
law; believing fully in the doctrine 
that no people can be wholly enslaved 
in person or conscience who are capable 
of reading the laws of their country and 
inteliigently discussing her constitution. 
Let us hope, therefore, that our system 
of education, that we prize so highly,

He also spoke of the 
work of the old Board in selecting a 
place for the building and of its final 
chvice amid an orange grove on the 
hillside, and he ventured the sentiment 
that no! spot in all nature could have 
been found better to buiid upon than this, 
He was here with the other officers to 
formally turn the school over to its 
teachers. He then dwelt upon the 
importance of the establishment 
of training schools. | Fhere was no pro- 
fession grander than that of the teacher, 
who imparts to pthers his knowledge, 
and that sume one in the world that 
will have been the better for his having 
lived, made it among the noblest of pro- 
fessions. 

He hoped the time would come in Cali- 
fornia when no one would be allowed to 
teach who could not show a diploma 
from the Normal School or some de- 
partment thereof.. Every one exercises 
an influence, which is either for good or 
evil. They may bea black spot ema- 
nating darkness — outward, or 
they may be a_ bright’ and 
shining light, shedding beams of 
goodness everywhere. shoe- 
maker, the blacksmith, evcry trades- 
man, is required to serve an apprentice- 
ship before he cau receive master’s 
wages. How much more should it be 
with the teachers. _ If other professions 
thus require training, why not these? 
They should be tested as the National 
Government recently did the navigators 
on their knowledge of colors, and found 
so Many unable to distinguish the dif- 
ferent shades:

In 
fact, California had everything from the 
kindergarten to the ‘university. We 
have a school system which is non-sec- 
tarian and non-political. Some one has 
said we were the most common-school 
taught people, and the most uncultured 
people ever known. He thought this 
was our strength. No great event ever 
happened on earth but what th: 
Whole people understeod it, and 
sympathized according ly, intelligently. 
Man, especially political man, is a 
creature that cannot be trusted in the 
dark. Among the last words he would 
speak officially would be to commend 
the Normal School, and to aid 1n its en- 
couragement, so that from its portals 
should go forth streams of knuwledge to 
enrich and fructify the intellectual gar- 
dens of this southern empire. May God

GENERAL GEORGE STONEMAN,
